WHY COLOR VARIES IN DRESS­ 
ED TURKEYS 
The skin color of high quality 
dressed turkeys varies from a light 
shade of cream to rich yellow. This 
variation of skin color is basically 
determined by at least four factors, 
and the yellow pigment in the tu r­ 
key's skin and fat i& principally a 
chemical, which is found in most 
leafy plants and yellow corn. There­ 
fore, turkeys th at graze on abund­ 
ant pasture, or are fed alfalfa or 
clover hay and yellow corn usually 
have more color than turkeys that 
are fed principally on wheat, oats, 
barley, and buckwheat. 
A second factor for variation in 
yellow color is the amount of fat 
in the carcasses. 'Turkeys normally 
do not have much yellow color in 
their skins until they are well-fat­ 
tened because this color results from 
a lat soluble pigment which settler 
in the fat. 
A third factor is that some tu r­ 
keys have a strong inherited ability 
to assimilate this yellow pigment 
called “xanthophvP through their 
digestive systems and deposit it in 
their skin and fat. Other birds can­ 
not assimilate this pigment nearly 
as well even if they are fed rations 
rich in the yellow-proriucf ing chemi­ 
cal and have ample fat deposited in 
I their skins. These birds, by inheri­ 
tance, are white skinned turkeys. 
A 
fourth 
factor 
affecting 
the 
amount of yellow color is the method 
of removing the feathers. When tu r­ 
keys are dry-picked, semi-scalded 
or plucked by any other method 
j that will allow the epidermis to re­ 
main on the carcasses, the yellow 
color in the skin is preserved. If 
| the birds are hot-scalded and the 
I epidermis is removed, much of the 


j yellow color is also rubbed off with 
• the epidermis. 
| 
The degree of yellowness prefer- 
; red by consumers varies much with 
individual people and also com- 
i munities. 
Most 
Pennsylvania-pro­ 
duced turkeys have had pasture on 
which to graze, and plenty of yel- 
! low corn and alfalfa meal. There- 
j fore shoppers for their roasting tur- 
; keys in Pennsylvania have been ac­ 
customed to buying turkeys with 
j skin colors ranging from rich cream 
) to yellow in color. In sections of the 
country where wheat, oats, and bar­ 
ley are the principal cereals In tur­ 
key rations, people have not become 
accustomed to the rich yellow skin 
color There, in those -sections the 
lighter skin colors may be preferred.
